Once Mighty Monarchy 


Hitler's weapons arc pointed toward 


these same lands at the moment, while 
the Poles once more prepare to de- 
fend themselves. They never forget 
that in 'the 16th century, while Amer- 
ica was a pitiful huddle of log-hut set- 
tlements clinging to the Atlantic sea- 
cost, Poland was a great nation under 
King Stephen Balory, who took Dan- 
zig, pushed back the Russians as far 
to the northeast as Pskov, and came 
near to restoring her power down 
through the Ukraine all the way to the 
Black Sea, 
. The first deliberate despoiling of 
Poland in modern times, however, 
came just before the Americans be- 
gan to fight for freedom at Lexing- 
ton. Using tactics that today have a

land, Repnin, fomented internal trou- 
ble in the country, backing up a dis- 
satisfied element against the regime. 
Badly split over religion, Poland was 
in no position to resist. 


So in 1772 Prussia and Russia, first 


surrounding Poland with troops ready 
to march, sat down at a table and cut 
themselves slices of the country, also 
generously cutting one for Austria. 
One-fourth of Poland's territory, al- 
most 4000 square miles, and one-fifth 
of her people, nearly 2,000,000, were 
parceled out among the conspirators 
without a shot being fired. 


They granted Poland a constitution, 


however, and progress was made in 
liberalizing it. But the Empress Cath- 
arine of Russia didn't like that, and 
threatened an invasion, Poland, fore- 
seeing this, had made an alliance with 
Prussia, but Prussia threw her down 
at the last imoment. 


When Russian troops marched in to 


restore the old reactionary constitu- 
tion, a small Polish army stood alone 
to bar its path. Beaten and forced to 
retire in the cast, Poland also had to 
watch the Prussians march in from 
the west to make sure that, if there 
were pickings, Catherine would not 
get them all. 


Carving Act 


So hi 1793, the year terrorists were 


executing King Louis in France and 
while Washington sat in the American 
presidential chair, Russia carved off 
the whole eastern section of Poland, 
a quarter of a million square miles, 
while Prussia took most of Great 
Poland, including Danzig. Poland had 
been reduced to a third of her former 
size, and had onliy 3,500,000 people 
left. 


Against 
this 
degraded condition, 


Kosciusko, veteran of the American 
revolution, staged a rebelion. Kos- 
ciusx,ko had a dream of a league of 
republics against the monarchies, but 
when the fighting broke out, he was 
all alone. Beaten by overwhelming 
masses 
uf 
Russians, 
Kosciuszko, 


wounded in body and spirit, had to 
watch a third partition of his country. 


So greedy were the great po\yers 


that they almost fell to war over the 
spoils, but finally Austria was satis- 
fied with Western Gallcia and South- 
em Masovia, while Prussia took Wes 
tern Masovia, including Warsaw. Rus- 
sia took, all the rest.

The reason for going to the doctor for 


an immediate examination rests in the 
ability of the physician by the use of 
the X-ray and the tuberculin test to 
find tuberculosis early. It has been 
said' that "early tuberculosis can often 
be seen with the eye of the X-ray be- 
fore it can be heard by the car of the 
physician." 


The tuberculin test is a harmless, 


safe skin test which indicates whether 
or not a person has been subjected to 
infection. The physician merely^ makes j 


scratch on the skin into which hei 


puts a very small amount of a special 
material'. If the test is positive, a red 
spot appears, whereas if the test is 
negative, the skin heals promptly. 


College boys and girls can get tuber- 


culin tests in most instances merely by 
inquiring at the health department- of 
the school.

Sen. Jim Lewis of 


Illinois Dies at 72 


G r e a t P o l i t i c i a n and 
Dandy Succumbs to Sud- 


den Heart Attack 


WASHINGTON-(/P)-Senator James 


Hamilton Lewis, ^72, of Illinois died 
Sunday night in Garfield hospital of a 
heart ailment, six hours after returning 
by train from Chicago, his home. He 
became ill aboard the train and was 
taken by ambulance to the hospltul. 
Death occurred at 8:25 p. m. 


Mrs. Rose Douglas Lewis, wife of the 


senator, a Democrat and staunch sup- 
porter of President Roosevelt, was 
with him when he died. 


Lewis was known throughout the na- 


tion for his Chesterfieldlan manners. 


Dr. Francis R. Hagner, a Washington 


physician was waiting nt the station 
and attended the senator. The doctor 
said death was clue to coronary throm- 
bosis. 
' 


-Edwin A. Halsey, secretary of the 
senate, said the senate probably would 
ndjourn at once after convening Mon- 
day. 


Lewis was the Democratic whip of 
he senate, whose major duty it was 
:o hold the party's voting strength 
eadily available during floor ballot 
ests. In that capacity, he followed, 
vith few departures the leadership of 
the Roosevelt administration. His most 
outstanding difference with the admin- 
istration came over Mr. Roosevelt's of- ' 
forts to procure senate ratification o£ 
the St Lawrence seaway pact with 
Canada. That, Lewis opposed vig- 
orously. 


For a time he was a teacher; then 


a stevedore, lawyer, congressman, sol- 
dier, diplomat and senator—but always 
Lewis was the perfect gentleman. His 
courtly manners were known from the 
water front of Seattle, where he labor- 
ed in young manhood, to the senate 
halls of Washington and the capitols 
of Europe where his striking career 
took him. 


Perfectly tailored suits, harmonizing 


shirts, ties, socks and handkerchiefs, a 
rakisly tipped hat, spotless gloves, 
beribboned eyelashes and a carefully 
parted beard that was astonishingly 
pink until creeping age grayed it, made 
up a personal ensemble that almost 
obsucred the man's abilities. 


Early in his congressional career 


Cha-ntp Clark of Missouri dubbed him 
"the 
greatest dude in the United 


States." Speaker Tom B. (Czar) Reed 
called him "the garfulous rainbow." 


But men who knew him best said he
